A. DRESS FOR NON-MILITARY PARTICIPANTS FOR THE VANDENBERG 
AFB TOUR WILL BE CIVILIAN CASUAL/INFORMAL. ATTIRE SHOULD 
INCLUDE A LIGHT JACKET (WINDBREAKER) FOR ASSURED COMFORT. 

B. FOR THE SUNDAY EVENING RECEPTION AT HERRMANN HALL, 
DRESS WILL BE CIVILIAN INFORMAL FOR ALL ATTENDEES, 
INCLUDING MILITARY. 

C. THE DRESS FOR DINNER ON MONDAY NIGHT, 16 JUNE IS

4. ADDITIONAL GENERAL INFORMATION IS OFFERED AS FOLLOWS: 

A. THE WEATHER IN MID-JUNE IN MONTEREY IS USUALLY 
MILD WITH LITTLE CHANCE OF PRECIPITATION. THE MEAN 
TEMPERATURE FOR JUNE IS 58 DEGREES FAHRENHEIT. (14 
DEGREES CENTIGRADE). THE AVERAGE DAILY MAX IS 66 DEGREES 
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(F) AND THE AVERAGE DAILY MIN IS 52 DEGREES (F).THERE 
IS A FAIRLY HIGH INCIDENCE OF MORNING FOG WHICH BURNS 
OFF, USUALLY AROUND 1000 HOURS, AS THE TEMPERATURE RISES. 
FOG SOMETIMES RETURNS AGAIN IN THE LATE AFTERNOON/EARLY 
EVENING. IT BECOMES RATHER COOL AFTER SUNDOWN AND ON 
THOSE OCCASIONS WHEN THE FOG IS PARTICULARLY HEAVY 
SWEATERS OF MEDIUM WEIGHT OR LIGHT COATS ARE AN 
APPROPRIATE ITEM OF ATTIRE FOR THE DELEGATES' WARDROBE. 

B. SWIMMING AND SURFING IN THE OCEAN IS PROHIBITED AT 
MANY MONTEREY AND CARMEL BEACHES DUE TO COLD WATER, 
TREACHEROUS TIDES AND SEVERE UNDERTOWS. IN ANY CASE, 
THESE ACTIVITIES ARE NOT RECOMMENDED. SUNBATHING IS 

PERMITTED ON THE BEACHES AND SWIMMING POOLS ARE 
CONVENIENTLY LOCATED AT THE DEL MONTE HYATT HOUSE AND 
MONTEREY HOLIDAY INN. 

C. THE TRANSLATION EQUIPMENT THAT WILL BE INSTALLED FOR 
THE NPG MEETING HAS BEEN MODIFIED IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE 
PRECISE DESCRIPTION AND HELPFUL SUGGESTIONS PROVIDED 

IN REF B. THE MODIFIED EQUIPMENT WILL BE COMPLETELY 
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COMPATIBLE WITH NATO TRANSLATION METHODS. A PROOFING 
TEST WILL BE CONDUCTED AT THE CONVENIENCE OF THE NATO 
INTERPRETERS AND HAS BEEN TENTATIVELY SET FOR 1000 
HOURS, 15 JUNE, AS REQUESTED. 

D. IT IS NOTED THAT THE MONTEREY PENINSULA IS 
EXCEPTIONALLY POPULAR YEAR-ROUND WITH TOURISTS, PEOPLE 
ON HOLIDAY AND GOLFING AND TENNIS ENTHUSIASTS. HOTEL/ 
MOTEL ACCOMMODATIONS ARE MUCH IN DEMAND AND MUST BE 
RESERVED WELL IN ADVANCE. IN SOME CASES LIMITED 
ACCOMMODATIONS AVAILABILITY PRECLUDED ASSIGNMENT TO 
EITHER THE LOCATION OR TYPE OF QUARTERS REQUESTED. THIS 
INCONVENIENCE IS REGRETTED. 

5. CONTINGENCY PLANNING IS AS FOLLOWS: 

A. IN THE EVENT THAT WEATHER PRECLUDES A 0900 TAKE-OFF 
FOR THE TOUR AT VANDENBERG AFB THE EVENT WILL BE DELAYED 
A MAXIMUM OF ONE (1) HOUR. THE TIMING OF SUBSEQUENT 
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EVENTS ON THE SCHEDULE WILL BE ADJUSTED ACCORDINGLY. 

IF TAKE-OFF HAS NOT BEEN ACHIEVED BY 1000, IT IS PLANNED 
TO CANCEL THIS EVENT. 

B. SHOULD FOG PROHIBIT SCHEDULED ARRIVALS AT MONTEREY 
PENINSULA AIRPORT, BUS/CAR TRANSPORTATION WILL BE USED 
TO TRANSPORT PRINCIPALS AND ACCOMPANYING STAFF 
MEMBERS FROM ALTERNATE ARRIVAL POINTS (E.G. TRAVIS 
AFB) TO MONTEREY.
